Earlier, British sources said the 
foreign ministers had agreed to 
restore to Romania al] of its 1938 
boundaries with Hungary and Bul- 

This would include the re- 
turn of Dobruje, which was hand- 
ed over to Bulgaria in 1940. 

No Mention of Bessarabia, 

The ministers referred the boun- 
dary matter to their deputies for 
precise wording. 

Bessarabia, which Russia occu- 
pied in 1940 and annexed in 1944 
at the time of the Romanian sur- 
render, was not specifically men- 
tioned by the ministers. 

The ministers scheduled an- 
other meeting for later in the day 
to discuss the Bulgarian treaty, 
which involves that country’s re- 
quest for cession of western 
Thrace by Greece and Bulgarian 
access to the Aegean Sea. : 

(The United Press said the Brit- 
ish-American delegations were re- 
ported giving serious considera- 
tion to the possibility of adjourn- 
ing the conference at the end of 
this week, possibly to meet again 
in three months, They were un- 
derstood to Lave decided they lack 
sufficient trumps to engage in a 
compromise game with Russia, 
and there is no hope for agree- 
ment by such means, 

(The British and Americans 
mow were reported to envision an 
over-all settlement with Russia 
some time later this year, embrac- 
ing all the main issues between 
the Soviets and western powers. 
As they now view the matter, the 
western powers in the next few 
months would seek through diplo- 
matic channels and other means 
to dispel deep-rooted Soviet sus- 

on of their motives, which ad- 
mittedly has deadlocked the cur- 
rent meeting.) 

What informants said was a bit- 
ter argument arose between Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Ernest Bev- 
in and United States Secretary of

City Officials Receive National Park Serv- 
ice’s Signed Agreement to Lease 
Recently Negotiated. : 


Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial became the St. Louis 


municipal parking lot today, when 
city officials received the National 
Park Service’s signed agreement 
to the arrangement, negotiated 
recently by Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann, 

The entire 80-acre tract, former- 
ly comprising 41 city blocks, is 
included in the arrangement, ex- 
cept a strip of one block width 
from the Old Courthouse to the 
levee, the block containing the 
Old Cathedral, and the section 
along Third street now used for 
parking busses of the Public Serv- 
ice Co, 

Under the terms of the permit 
granted to the city by the Park 
Service, the city is to operate the 
area at the rates prevailing in 


the downtown section. The per- 
mit, dated as of last March 1, ex- 
tends until that date next year, 
and is revocable at any time 
thereafter. 

The Board of Public Service to- 
day ratified the plan, by which 
the city will pay the Federal Gov- 
ernment $12 a year, and by which 
the city will conduct the parking 
lot and receive the profits. The 
board voted to employ William 
Foltyn, operator of Union Mar- 
ket garage, to operate the’ area. 
He is to hire and pay the needed 
employes, and to receive 50 per 
cent of the net profits. 

Director of Streets and Sewers 
Arthur C. Meyers said the area 
would be ready for use about May 
15. Employes of his department

He Doesn’t Take Worries to 
Bed With Him, 
Doctor Says. 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
President Truman, 62 years old 
tomorrow, “feels no older and a 
little healthier, if anything” than 
he did a year ago. 


Close associates of the President 
who provided this report today em- 
phasized that Truman “doesn’t 
take his worries to bed.” 

A few pounds heavier than last 
year—he tips the scales at about 
175—The President attacks the 
extra poundage by long before- 
breakfast walks and by swims in 
the White House pool with mem- 
bers of his staff. 

Whenever his physician, Col. 
Wallace Graham, can persuade 
him to do so, the President goes 
aboard his yacht, the U.S.S. Wil- 
liamsburg for a weekend of rest 
and relaxation. 

Graham said today the President 
was enjoying unusually good 
health, that his “resistance is ex- 
cellent,” and that he “sleeps the 
sound sleep of a man with a clear 
conscience.”

WOMAN ACCUSED 
AS ACCESSORY IN 
HUSBAND KILLING 


Prosecutor Dissatisfied 
With Mrs. Lorene Iep- 
pert’s Story of Shoot- 
ing in Farm Home. 


Mrs. Lorene Ieppert of Jersey- 
ville, Ill, was under charges to- 
day of being an accessory before 
the fact in the murder of her hus- 
band, Frederick B. Ieppert, an em- 
ploye of the St. Louis Post Office. 
Ieppert was shot and killed by 
his brother Howard, a former con- 
vict, Sunday, at his farm near 


Jerseyville. 

Mrs. Ieppert. was arrested by 
Sheriff Asa L. Maguire on a war- 
rant issued by State’s Attorney 
Frank A. Reisner. Her case will 
be presented to the Jersey Coun- 
ty Grand Jury, Reisner said: He 
added that he was disatisfied with 
the rigs ot she offered at an 
inquest and during subsequent 
questioning. ' 

The coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of homicide against How- 
ard Ieppert who is being held in 
the county jail at Jerseyville, 
about 40 miles northeast of 8t. 
Louis. Mrs. Ieppert, Reisner said, 
was placed in the custody of 
Sheriff Asa L. McGuire but al- 
lowed to return home to take 
care of one of her nine children 
who is 18 months old. ._The matter 
will be presented to the grand 
jury. 

Mrs. Ieppert testified at the in- 
quest that she and her husband 
first learned that Howard had 
been at the farm when one of their 
children found a knife belonging 
to Howard near a pane of glass 


which had been removed from a 


kitchen window. The discovery 
was made several hours before 
the shooting. 

At the time, Mrs. Ieppert said, 
she told her husband that removal 
of the pane amounted to destruc- 
tion of property, and he replied, “T 
guess I’ll have to have him picked 
up.” 
milena testimony disclosed 
that Howard Ieppert, paroléd to his 
brother a year ago from the State 
Penitentiary at Menard, Ill., where 
he was serving a sentence for 
manslaughter, had entered the 
house through the window and 
gone upstairs to a room he former- 
ly occupied. 

Wife’s Story of Shooting. 

Shortly before 7 o’clock, Mrs. 

Teppert said, she was awakened by 
the noise of a shot and found her 
husband lying bleeding on the 
floor of the bedroom with Howard 
standing over him holding a shot- 
n and a revolver. 
Howard waved the revolver at 
five of the children who were 
staying in the house, she con- 
tinued, and asked, “Who is going 
to be next?” 

He forced the children to go to 
an upstairs room and returned to 
the bedroom, where he remained 
for 90 minutes before permitting 
one of the children to go to Jer- 
seyville to report the murder.

NN STRIKE, LET 11 
900 WORKERS 60 


Machinists Walked Out 
April 2 in Dispute Over 
Wage Demand—Shut. 
down May Be Perma- 
nent. 


The Ramsey Corp., piston ring 
plant at 3693 Forest Park boule- 
vard, strike-bound since April 2 
in a wage dispute with the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists, 
will be closed, possibly permanent- 
ly, with the employment of 900 
workers terminated beginning Fri- 
day, the Post-Dispatch learned to- 
day. 

George Logan, attorney for the 
firm, said that “as far as we 
know, the shutdown will be per- 
manent, We don’t know when we 
might re-open, if ever.” 

The decision, which Personnel 
Director Kenneth Rutledge said 
was made by “a majority of the 
firm’s officers,” followed rejection 
by the union of the company’s 
wage proposal which, he said, ap- 
proximated the union’s demands. 

It was understood last-minute 
efforts to halt the projected shut- 
down were being made by the 
United States Conciliation Serv- 
ice, which: had assisted in nego- 
tiations between the union and 
management. 

Replacement Difficulty. 

Rutledge, asked whether the 
plant will remain closed perma- 
nently, pointed out that all em- 
ployes will be discharged and that 
they would be difficult to replace, 
especially supervisory personnel. 
“You can draw your own conclu- 
sions,” he added. 

The corporation became _ the 
property of New York University 
in a $2,380,000 deal several months 
ago whereby the company’s prof- 
its were made exempt from fed- 
eral income and social security 
taxes, but control of the firm’s 
operations remained with the of- 
ficers. 

Liquidation of the corporation 
and disposal of physical proper- 
ties will depend on future devel- 
opmefits;,” Logan” said.” “Tf 
shutdown is permanent, that will 
have to follow,” he said. The 
firm operates plants at Fruitport, 
Mich., and Toronto, Ont. 

Logan said he did not believe 
New York University was con- 
sulted in the matter, pointing out 
that the officers, John A. Ramsey, 
president; Herbert M. Ramel, vice 
president, and Lee A, Ramsey, 
secretary-treasurer, were given full 
authority in managing the plant’s 
operation. 

“Nothing Else to Do.” 

“The officers felt there was no 
use sitting here doing nothing,” 
Rutledge said. He conceded the 
action was “drastic” but declared, 
“there’s nothing else left to do.” 

Of the 900 employes affected, 
680 are production workers whose 
five-week strike has halted pro- 
duction; 122 are office employes 
who have remained on the job, 
and the remainder are supervisory 
and sales employes. 

The strike was called to imple- 
ment the union’s demand for a 
15-cent hourly wage increase for 
general production workers and 
21 cents for machinists and tool 
and die makers. When the walk- 
out occurred, the company had 
offered increases of 7% cents and 
14 cents for the respective classi- 
fications and sought to make 
further increases contingent on 
the company obtaining price re-

tion by police and Office of Price 
Administration inspectors. 

Interest in the stockings was 
aroused when Mike Russo report- 
ed to police Sunday they had been 
stolen together with seven bot- 
tles of liquor from a safe in a 
tavern he operates at 1121 South 
Grand boulevard. 

Called in for questioning, Russo 
said he bought the stockings for 
$504 from Harold Tucker, 4558 
Wabash avenue, a dairy company 
driver. Tucker in turn said he 


had obtained them at q cost of 
$475 from Jack H. Grobman, pro- 
prietor of a restaurant at 2605 
Market street and one of Tucker’s 
customers. 3 

Grobman said he obtained the 
hosiery from Lester Fisher, owner 
of a ladies’ shop at 7165 Lyndover 
Place, Maplewood, for $412, and 
Fisher said they were a part of a 
shipment of 4800 dozen pairs of 
nylon stockings he receives every 
month from the Penn Maid Ho- 
siery Mills at Mohnton, Pa., which 
is operated by his brothers Max 
and Samuel. 

Ceiling prices on nylons range 
from $1.20 a pair to $2.05 depend- 
ing upon the grade. The grade the 
stockings taken‘from Russo’s safe 


has not been determined, for they 
are still missing.

NO PROSECUTION 
Ur PLANTS THAT 
USE UNWASHED 
SGREENING FUEL 


Before Firing Squad on 
Sand Dunes Near The 
Hague. 


Decision Follows State- 
ment of Terminal That 
It Cannot Operate Sig- 
nals if Ordinance Is 
Enforced. 


Essential industries in St. Louis, 
including the Terminal Railroad 
Association, will not be prosecuted 
under the city’s antismoke ordi- 
nance if they are forced to burn 
“unwashed screenings” coal dur- 
ing the current coal shortage, 
Smoke Commissioner James H. 
Carter announced today. 

Carter’s decision to permit the 
use of smoke-producing coal] came 
after he had polled members of 
the Smoke Appeals Board con- 
cerning the Terminal’s shortage of 
coal, This fuel is essential to the 
operation of the railroad’s signal 
system, 

Officers of the Terminal told 


the smoke commissioner’s office 
that like many other industries in 
St. Louis and throughout the na- 
tion, the railroad’s supply of 
“washed screenings” coal, which 
is permitted under provisions of 
the city’s anti-smoke ordinance, 
would be exhausted this week. 

The Pevely Dairy Co., which re- 
ported a coal supply for only five 
more days, also had requested per- 
mission to burn “unwashed” coal. 
Arthur H. Beddoe, solid fuels. ad- 
ministrator in St. Louis, had grant- 
ed the Terminal 20 carloads of 
illegal coal and the dairy three 
carloads, 


Railway Embargo Ordered. 


Shortage of coal here has been 
caused by the nation-wide strike 
of miners. In an effort to con- 
serve the fuel, the Office of De- 
fense Transportation has ordered 
an embargo on railroad freight 
and passenger service to become 
effective Friday. 


The freight embargo threatens 
to cause the shutdown of many 
industries in the St. Louis area 
with the resultant layoff of an 
estimated 40,000 workers. 


Carter pointed out that “essen- 
tial” industries’ here would be de- 
termined by Beddoe, whose duty 
it is to assign available coal to 
the places where it will “do the 
most good for the most people,” 
he said. Under his interpretation 
of the word “essential” come hos- 
pitals, food processing plants, util- 
ities, cold storage plants, and rail- 
roads hauling foodstuffs or other 
materials exempt from the ODT 
embargo. 


The effect of permitting the use 
of “unwashed” coal, Carter said, 
will be practically negligible as 
far as smoke in the atmosphere 
above St. Louis is concerned. Most 
of the industrial furnaces, which 
will burn it, he said, can do so 
without adjustment. These fur- 
naces, however, will need closer at- 
tention because the ash content 
of “unwashed” coal is higher than 
that of the “washed” variety. Both 
varieties are high volatile coal. 


In its request to burn the “un- 
washed” coal, the Terminal point- 
ed out that its signal system is 
operated by compressed air from 
a steam plant at Eighteenth street 
and Clark avenue. Officers said 
it would be virtually impossible to 
continue operations if the signal 
system in the yards was not main- 
tained. 

Consolidation of Trains. 


Officers of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad announced today that 
the southbound and northbound 
Sunshiné Specials has been con- 
solidated from three to two sec- 
tions each to conserve fuel. The 
trains run between St. Louis and 
the Mexican border. One leaves 
St. Louis at 5:50 p.m. Central 
Standard Time daily and on the 
return trip arrives here at 8:26 
a.m, 

The Burlington Route an- 
nounced the discontinuance of its 
train leaving St. Louis at 9:26 
p.m. daily for St, Paul and Minne- 
apolis, and the New York Central 
Railroad said the Advance Knick- 
erbocker from New York to St. 
Louis would be discontinued for 
the duration of the emergency. 


Freight embargoes, which will 
halt all shipments by coal-burning 
trains except those of foodstuffs, 
livestock, perishable commodities, 
coal, coke, charcoal, petroleum 
and its products, printing paper 
and ink and medical supplies, is 
expected to cause shutdowns in 
many St. Louis industries for lack 
of raw materials. 

A St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce survey of the effect of the 
freight embargo on industry here 
disclosed the estimated layoff of 
40,000 workers because of the lack

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AMSTERDAM, May 7 (UP)—

An official announcement from 
The Hague said Mussert was put 
to death early this morning .after 
his final plea for mercy was re- 
jected by Queen Wilhelmina, 

Mussert faced a firing squad on 
the wind-swept sand dunes near 
The Hague where hundreds of 
young Dutchmen were shot by the 
Nazis. He refused a blindfold and 
died calmly. His execution place 
'was close to the spot where the 
first. 18 Dutch ware executed. 

The Nazi leader’s wife and a 
clergyman visited him in Scheven- 
ing prison last night. 

Mussert was sentenced by a 
Dutch tribunal] last Dec. 12 for col- 


laboration with the Germans. His 
| plea for clemency was rejected by 
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ANTON MUSSERT | 
the Supreme Court of Appeals, and 
yesterday Queen Wilhelmina re- 
fused to intervene. 

The Dutch Nazi was captured 
by British troops in Utrecht a 
year ago.

Safety Devices Must. Be 
Installed on 580 Miles 
of Tracks by April 1, 
1949.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 7— 
The Seaboard Airline Railway has 
been directed by the Interstate 


Commerce Commission to install 
‘automatic block train signals on 
'580 miles of its tracks. 

This action of the commission is 
‘significant in that it is an order, 
‘not a recommendation which the 
railroad would be free to accept or 
'reject. In the past the commission 
‘often has contented itself with 
| recommendations and these often 
were ignored. 

The Seaboard order results from 
the commission’s investigation of 
a collision in South Carolina last 
December in which six persons 
were killed and more than 60 in- 
jured., 

The time limits are set within 
which the railroad ‘must comply 
with the order for installation of 
automatic block signals. The work 
is to be done in three phases, the 
first to be completed by Oct. l, 
1947, the last by April 1, 1949. 

The commission’s order further 
establishes operating rules which 
must be observed on all other 
lines of the Seaboard not pro- 
tected by automatic block signals. 


Atlantic Coast Line Ordered to 
Install Signals, ; 

WASHINGTON, May 7 (UP)— 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission today ordered the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad to install 
proper automatic safety signals on 
the following lines: 

1. From Orlando to Tampa, Fia., 
96 miles, to be finished by July 1, 
1948, 

2. From Jesup, Ga., to Mont- 
gomery, Ala., 353 miles, to be fin- 
ished by Jan. 1, 1950. 

Atlantic has already asked the 
ICC for authority to modernize its 
signal system between Richmond, 
Va., and Orlando, The move fol- 
lowed a commission order to show 
why the railroad should not install 
mechanical safety devices on 20 
sections of track totaling 2085 
miles—almost half the system.

10 years to run, It said: 

“The government of the United 
Kingdom have proposed with- 
drawal of all British naval, mili- 
tary and air forces from Egyptian 
territory, and to seftle in nego- 
tiations the stages and date of 
completion of this withdrawal and 
arrangements to be made by the 
Egyptian Government to make 
possible mutual assistance in 
time of war or imminent threat 
of war in accordance with the 
alliance.” 

The announcement was issued 
by agreement with Premier Ismail 
Sidky Pasha of Egypt, who said 
that this did not necessarily mean 
that he agreed with it as a basis 
of negotiation.

Senator Ralph Erdwin of 
Concordia called it up fer passage 
yesterday. 

So certain were Senate advo- 
eates that the necessary votes 
were available that they obtained 
adoption of an amendment which 
would have increased the rolls by 
many thousands of persons and 
would have increased the cost 
probably $3,000,000 more a year. 

Results in Defeat. 

That amendment was their un- 
doing and was the decisive act 
which resulted in the defeat. Only 
14 votes were cast for it, four less 
than the number required for 


passage. 

As the bill came from the House, 
it prohibited the Department of 
Health and Welfare from consider- 
ing the income of any person in a 
home in which an old-age pen- 
sioner resided except the income 
ef the pensioner in determining 
his eligibility to a pension or the 
amount of the pension. 

This meant that even though a 
pensioner were being cared for by 
relatives amply able to provide 
lim with all the necessities and 
«ven luxuries, he would be eligible 
for a pension unless his independ- 
cnt income was sufficient for his 
needs. Officials of the depart- 
ment had estimated it would in- 
crease pension costs nearly $2,000,- 
400 a year. 

Amendments Voted Down. 

Although a determined fight 
was made by Senator Michae] Kin- 
ney of St. Louis to amend the 
bill to strike out this provision, 
his amendments were voted down 
and the bill apparently was cer- 
tain of passage. It was not until 
its advocates became overly am- 
bitious that it was endangered. 

This came when Senator Harry 
J. Revercomb of Shelbina, with 
the approval of Erdwin and Sena- 
tor H. R. Williams of Cassville, 
proposed an amendment which 
would have permitted pensioners 
great latitude in the ownership ‘of 
property. Under the present law 
and the terms of the bill no per- 
son owning property in excess of 
$1500 is eligible for a pension. 
Revercomb proposed that the de- 
partment be deprived of the right 
to place a valuation on the prop- 
erty and that its assessed valua- 
tion for taxes should be its value 
in determining eligibility of its 
owner to a pension.

VINSON TESTIFIES 
ENDING OPAWOULD 
WIPE OUT SAVINGS 


Tells Senators Lifting 
Controls Would Lead 
in End to ‘Disastrous 
Depression.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Treasury Vinson 
said today the early removal of 
price controls would wipe out the 


people’s savings and bring on a 
“disastrous depression.” 

He appeared before the Senate 
Banking Committee to urge a 
year’s extension of OPA beyond 
June 30 and to give his idea of 
what will happen unless this is 
done, 

“If we keep price controls a lit- 
tle longer—and keep them really 
effective,” he said, “the accumu- 
late® savings of the public can 
result in a sustained demand for 
houses, automobiles, refrigerators 
and other goods for many years 
to come, 

“But if we remove price con- 
trols too soon, these same savings 
will be. used to bid up prices be- 
fore goods have been produced to 
match the demand. 

“This inflationary process can 
have only one result: the destruc- 
tion of the savings of our people 
and, in the end, a disastrous de- 
pression.” 

Toward “Salanced Budget. 

Vinson also assured the commit- 
tee that the Government is “mov- 
ing rapidly” toward a balanced 
budget and described the fiscal 
policy as “an important part of 
the program to fight inflation.” 

“We are reducing Government 
expenditures and paying off Gov- 
ernment debt,” Vinson said. “As 
a result of ... rapidly declining 
expenditures and well-maintained 
receipts, the Treasury showed a 
surplus of receipts in each of the 
months of February and March. 

“There will be some net deficit 
during the remainder of this fiscal 
year, but the budgetary outlook 
for 1947 is very good.” 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, chairman of the committee, 
said today he had noticed some 
softening of the attack on OPA. 
He said, “We might have a revo- 
lution in New York if there were 
no price control.”

Psychiatrist Tells Seattle 
Prosecutor St. 


Youth Is 


Frustration. 


Louis 
Victim of

SEATTLE, Wash., May 7—Tony 
R. Doto, young St. Louis war 
hero, now under bond on the 
charge of holding up a jewelry 
store here, will be taken to Jef- 
ferson Barracks, Mo., for hospital- 
ization, if an effort’ to obtain a 


suspended sentence for him in 
court is successful. His father, 
Bert Doto of 1445A Hodiamont av- 
enue, St, Louis, an inspector for 
a wholesale drys firm, is now on 
the way here. 


The youth, whose age appears 
on Army records as 21, but whose 
relatives say he is only 18, is held 
by a psychiatrist here to be the 
victim of a psvchoneurotic com- 
plex, aggravated by release from 
the Army, where he had his first 
real job. 


Periods of Blindness. 


The psychiatrist, Dr. DonaldeA. 
Shaskan, said there was no dis- 
coverable physica] basis for the 
blindness from which Tony suf- 
fers at times. It is not a sham 
condition, but probablv induced 
unconsciously, the specialist said, 
by the same _ factors which 
he believes, caused the youth to 
commit the jewelry store robbery 
and a previous restaurant holdup. 

Dr. Shaskan holds that the 
youth did not really wish to com- 
mit either of the crimes. He be- 
lieves the impelling factors were 
the ex-soldier’s frustration at hav- 
ing been dependent on his father, 
and his envy of civilians and vet- 
erans who had jobs while he had 
none, 

Since youne Doto has been at 
liberty on $4000 bond, he has vis- 
ited the jeweler who is the wit- 
ness against him on the holdup 
charge. The jeweler has said he 
would not object to the plea for a 
suspended sentence. 


Dr. Shaskan has set forth that 
Doto threw away the loot from the 
jewelry robbery. The previous 
holdup, in a restaurant, was held 
to have been impelled by a wait- 
ress’s remark that “a fellow like” 
him should not have to pay for 
his meals. 

Thinks Cure Is Possible. 

The psychiatrist’s report, which 
has been submitted to the prose- 
cutor, but not to the court, states 
that, in his view, Doto’s spells of 
blindness, as well as his attacks of 
criminal impulse, could be ended 
by treatment aimed at adjusting 
his personal difficulties.

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NEW TYPE ENGINES 
VIEWED AS SPUR 
IN PLANE DESIGN 


C. C. Furnas of Buffalo, 
Points Out Effect of 
Intense Heat, Radiation 
on Materials. 


Intense heats’ produced by new 
types of airplane engines, particu- 
larly turbo-jet motors, require in- 
tensified research on the mate- 
rials used in the construction of 


planes, Clifford C. Furnas said 
last night. He is director of the 
Cornell Aeronautical Laboratory, 
Buffalo, N.Y. 

Atomic-powered aircraft, if they 
are developed, will need entirely 
new construction materials in 
their over-al] design, Furnas told 
the St. Louis section of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society in a meéet- 
ing at the University Club. Sec- 
tion Chairman Carl E. Pfeifer pre- 
sided. 

Because of the lethal effects of 
the radiations resulting from 

atomic disintegration, Furnas 
doubted the possibility of using 
nuclear energy in planes with per- 
sons in them. 

““Tf atomic power is used to pro- 


a7 Vir 
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pel guided missles, however, en- 
tirely new demands will be placed 
on materials of construction be- 
cause the temperatures involved 
would be infinitely greater than 
those within the realm of our 
present experience,” he asserted, 
He added that research on this 
problem has not been started. 

New Problems in Construction. 

Listing new problems in the 
selection of materials for air- 
planes, resulting from recent de- 
velopments in design and con- 
struction, he pointed out that in- 
creased ranges and speeds, already 
exceeding the most enthusiastic 
| predictions of a few years ago, 
necessitate very lightweight and 
compact power units operating at 
high efficiency. 

Fiberglas, Cloth, plastic and sim- 
flar nonmetallic materials have 
been developed to save weight in 
those portions of the aircraft in 
which a maximum of stiffness in- 
stead of tensile strength alone 
is called for, the scientist said. 

Importance of Weight Saving. 

“Saving of weight is of para- 
mount importance in all avia- 
tion activities, particularly where 
long range is an item,” he said. 
“Every pound in the structure it- 
self means one pound less of pay

Furnas predicted a tremendous 
increase in the number of planes 
in this country in the near future, 
denying what he said was the con- 
tention of some aviation experts 
that the United States will not 
need many more planes than it 
has now. 

Research on military planes and 
electronically controlled missiles 
that fly at supersonic speeds is of 
great value to peacetime aviation, 
the scientist pointed out. 


FAMINE RELIEF DRIVE WHEAT 
SCHEDULE I$ MET IN COUNTY 


Deliveries of St. Louis County 
wheat to elevators and milling 
companies in St. Louis and the 
county under the Government 
famine relief program are on 
schedule, and, judging from the 
number of applications thus far 
requested, the 20,000 bushel quota 
for the county will be reached 
by the May 25 deadline, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Charles H. Stemme, chairman of 
the Agricultural Conservation 
Association of the county, said 
that no deliveries of corn have 
been received. He pointed out, 
however, that the quantity of 
corn available in the county is 
‘very small, and probably totals 
no more than 5000 bushels. 

Some individual farmers nor- 
mally have stocks of 8000 bushels 
of corn at this time of year, 
Stemme said. He said that un- 
doubtedly some St. Louis County 
corn was being sold at black 
market prices for use in fattening 
stock before the animals are sent 
to market.

WHITE HOUSE HAS” 
BROWNOUT DUE TO 
SHORTAGE OF COAL 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP) — 
The brownout is in effect at the 
White House on President Tru- 
man’s orders, and if the coal crisis 
gets worse the air conditioning 
system there will be turned off. 
Assistant Press Secretary Eben 
Ayres told reporters yesterday 
that every effort will be made to 
reduce the use of electricity 
“without impairing safety and se- 
curity.”

fantastic totalitarian Yugoslavia.” 

The Yugoslay Embassy in Lon-

The volume said Mihailovic, now

|FRENCH LEFTISTS ACCEPT 


CONSTITUTION 


Socialists and Communists Pledge Their Co- 
operation in Drafting More Accept- 
able Document. 


PARIS, May 7 (AP)—French 
Socialists and Communists, ac- 
knowledging the defeat of their 
proposed constitution for the 
Fourth Republic in Sunday's ret- 
endum, promised today to co-oper- 
ate with other parties in drafting 
a more widely acceptable docu- 
ment. : 

Revised official election figures 
showed the constitttion was re- 
jected 10,490,581 to 9,355,791. 

Both leftist parties said that as 
far as they were coneerned the 
new constituent assembly to be 
elected June 2,,whieh will have 
seven months to prepare another 
constitution, could finish the job 
in “only a few weeks.” 

The moderate Popular Republi- 
can Movement (MRP), which led 
the opposition to the leftist con- 
stitution, pleged that it would re- 
main in the oabinet and avoid a 
government crisis. : 

The leftist constitution would 
have established an all-powerful, 
unicameral legislature. Opponents 
said this would have paved the 
way for a dictatorship by any 
party able to gain control of the 
legislature.

STOCKINGS TO APPEAR 


Hosiery ‘Man Says Govern- 
ment Paid $3.03 a Pound, 
Charged Firms $11.75. 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
Silkk stockings will be on the 
market next week but they will 
be “very expensive,” Earl Con- 


stantine of the National Associa- 
tion of Hosiery Manufacturers, 
said yesterday.

Executive Committee Takes

The executive committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce decided to- 
day to leave the question of a new 
poll on the Missouri Valley Au- 
thority in the hands of the mem- 
bers of the board of directors. 
The membership had voted 776 to 


700 in favor of MVA over the rival

As a result of petition blanks 
issued by John B. Quinn of Lin- 
coln, Nebr., executive director of 
the Missouri Valley Development 
Association, anti-MVA group, 388 
chamber members have called on 
the board for a new referendum.

ILLINOIS POWER CO. EXPLAINS 
OPPOSITION TO MERGER PLAN 


Reasons for the opposition of 
the Illinois Power Co. manage- 
ment to the proposal of North 
American Co. for a forced operat- 
ing merger of Illinois Power and 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri are 
set forth in a statement sent to 
Illinois Power stockholders today. 
North American, in its dissolution 
plan filed recently with the Secur- 
ities and Exchange Commission, 
proposed to retain Union Electric 
and to acquire all the common 
stock of Illinois Power, whose 
operations extend into metropoli- 
tan St. Louis.’ 

Illinois Power, said the state- 
ment, signed by Allen Van Wyck 
of Decatur, president, does not 
need assistance of North Ameri- 
can in improvement of ‘its capi- 
‘talization or in the effort to put 


paying basis. Van Wyck pointed 
out that the plan would wipe out 
the claims of about $50,000,000 
which have been asserted by TIli- 
nois Power against the North 
American group, and he suggested 
that there was “a grave question” 
as to validity of North American’s 
present holdings of Illinois Power 
securities, 

Van Wyck questioned legality of 
compélling the public holders of 
the majority of Illinois Power's 
common stock to exchange their 
shares, as contemplated. He also 
challenged legality of keeping 
Illinois Power and Union Electric 
in the same holding company 
system.

FUNDFORPOWER 
SYSTEM SLASHED 
BY HOUSE GROUP 


Committee Allows $3,- 
298,000 of $23,323,000 
Sought for Develop- 
ment in Six States.

WASHINGTON, May 7—The 


utilities lobby appeared today to 
have been successful in one stage 
of its fight to cripple the In- 
terior Department's Southwestern 
Power Administration, a proposed 
electric power network in_ the 
states of Missouri, Arkansas, Kan- 
gas, Texas, Oklahoma and Louisi- 
ana. 

To begin the undertaking the 
SPA asked Congress for $23,323,- 
000. Today the House Appropria- 
tions Committee slashed the re-| 
quested appropriation to $3,298,000, 

Speaker of the House, Sam Ray- 
burn (Dem.), Texas, told the 
Post-Dispatch he will conduct a 
fight on the floor to increase the 
appropriation. In an unusual 
speech some weeks ago he as 
serted Washington was “seething 
with utility lobbyists,” bent par- 
ticularly on blocking SPA funds. 

In its report, the committee 
said. it did het fayor the initiation 
of such a costly power develop- 
ment program in the area. ‘The 
total project cost was estimated 
tentatively at $200,000,000 by the 
committee. 

Basis of Opposition. 

The utilities have opposed the 
SPA because they want to con- 
trol and power generated in the 
area. Under the 1944 Flood Con- 
trol Act, the Secretary of the In- 
terior is authorized to buy or 
build transmission facilities ard 
sell the power produced at army 
engineer’s dams to wholesalers, in- 
cluding private utilities, for dis- 
tribution. 

The act says that the Secre- 
tary is to dispose of the power in 
a manner to promote the most 
widespread use, and to give pref- 
erence to “public bodies and co- 
operatives.” 

Three months ago 11 operating 
utilities in the area made a joint 
offer to buy at the dam site all 
the power generated in the region. 
The offer was rejected by Doug- 
las Wright, SPA Administrator at 
Tulsa, Okla., who said that in his 
opinion it was not bona fide, but 
was part of a campaign to cut 
down the appropriation; 

In a letter to the utilities 
Wright said, “You plainly wish to 
have the exclusive preference in 
the purchase of this power and 
energy and a monopoly on the dis- 
tribution and use of it in areas 
served by your companies.”

The report recommended $174,- 
652,579 for the department, which 
is a reduction of $172,113,251 from 
budget bureau estimates and $24,- 
201,248 less than current year 
funds,

DUPO FINDS WEEK

Residents Confused Trying to 
Keep Up With Standard 
Time of Railroad. 


A week of confusion growing out 
of daylight saving time in Dupo, 
East Side community whose prin- 
cipal occupation is railroading, re- 
sulted last night in the village 
board of trustees repealing its 
daylight saving ordinance, effec-

“State of the Union,” the political comedy by Howard Lindsay 
and Russel Crouse, was awarded the Pulitzer Prize for drama. 

The 15-year-old investigation of judicial practices in a United 
States District Court in Pennsylvania—resulting in the indictment of 
former Judge Albert W. Johnson last September—won a Pulitzer 
Prize for the Scranton (Pa.) Times for “meritorious public service.” 
The award to the newspaper is a $500 gold medal, 


The trustees of Columbia Uni- 
versity, who make the awards on 
the recommendation of the ad- 
visory board of Columbia's Gradu- 
ate School of Journalism, declined 
to give a Pulitzer Prize in the field 
of fiction. Under the distinguished 
American novel classification, they 
listed the non-committal words 
“no award.” It was the third 
time since the awards had been 
established in 1917 that the fiction 
prize had been withheld. The oth- 
ers were in 1920 and 1941. 

Withheld also were the poetry 
prize—for the first time since it 
was instituted in 1922—and the 
award for news photography. It 
was explained that last year the 
advisory committee set aside its 
own deadlines and gave the 1944 
awards for news photography to 
a picture made in 1945, the shot 
on the Iwo Jima flag-raising by 
United States Marines taken by 
Associated Press Photographer 
Joe Rosenthal. Since that photo 
was made in 1945, no additional 


award for 1945 news photography 
: 


Was announced this year. 

The three omissions were not 
a record, however; in 1919 the 
committee made«no awards in four 
fields. 

Other prize winners included 
Homer Bigart of the New York 
Herald Tribune, William L. Lau- 
rence and Arnaldo Cortesi of the 
New York Times, Hodding Carter 
of the Greenville (Miss.) Delta 
Democrat-Times, Bruce Russell of 
the Los Angeles Times, Authors 
Arthur M. Schlesinger Jr. and the 
late Mrs. Linnie Marsh Wolfe, and 
Composer Leo Sowerby. 

Case Against Pauley. 

The case against Pauley grew 
out of a series of exclusive stories 
on Pauley and tidelands oil that 
began in the Post-Dispatch on 
July 5, 1945. Senator Tobey (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, Senate Judiciary 
Committee member who led the 
opposition to Pauley, based his 
questioning of Pauley on _ the 
Post-Dispatch stories. Each time 
Tobey asked Harold Ickes, then 
Secretary of the Interior, ‘about 
Pauley’s alleged attempt to stop 
the government’s tidelands oil 
suit by offering $300,000 in cam- 
paign contributions to the Demo- 
cratic party, Tobey specifically cit- 
ed the: Post-Dispatch. It was his 
work on those articles that led to 
Harris’s recognition. The Pauley 
nomination was withdrawn March 
13. 

“State of the Union” opened last 
Nov. 14 at the Hudson theater and 
immediately became the most 
popular comedy on Broadway. It 
concerns the aspirations of an in- 
dustrialist to become the Repub- 
lican presidential nominee, (It was 
recently presented at the Ameri- 
can heater in St. Louis.) 

The Lindsay-Crouse comedy re- 
ceived seven of a possible 18 votes 
when the New York Dramatic 
Critics circle met last month and 
a majority of members were una- 
ble to agree on the best American 
drama of the season. 

The Scranton Times’ 15-year in- 
quiry was said to be largely the 
work of one man, George H. Mar- 
tin. He 'was a 23-year-old Federal 
Court reporter when he started 
digging into the case. He recently 
was made assistant city editor. It 
was the first time since 1940 that 
the prize for “the most disinter- 
ested and meritorious public serv- 
ice” has gone to a small daily. 

Today the paper announced that 
it was paying Martin a $1000 
bonus for his work in connection 
with the investigation. 

Laurence won the award for his 
eyewitness account on the atom 
bombing of Nagasaki, which ap- 
peared in the New York Times 
Sept. 9 (it was carried in the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch) and fora 
series of articles explaining to the 
public the development, produc- 
tion and significance of the 
atomic bomb. 

Bigart was honored for his dis- 
tinguished reporting from the Pa- 
cific war theater in 1945; the 
award being made for the genera) 
excellence of his dispatches rather 
than any individual story. 

Arnaldo Cortesi was given recog- 
nition on a similar basis for his 
distinguished correspondence dur- 
ing the year as exemplified by his 
Gispatches from Buenos Aires, Ar- 
gentina. 

Winning Editorial. 

Carter received recognition for 
a group of editorials published 
“on the subject of racial, religious 
and economic intolerance as ex- 
emplified by the editorial “Go for 
Broke,” published Aug. 27.

“The Age of Jackson,” the prize- 
winner on history, was the work 
of Schlesinger, a recent Army 
corporal, He started his book be- 
fore he was inducted. 

“The Canticle of the Sun,” the 
best musical composition, by Sow- 
erby, a Chicagoan, was commis- 
sioned by the Alice M. Ditson fund 
and first performed by the Schola 
Cantorum in New York in April 
last year. 

A scholarship of $1500 was 
awarded to Iris Maragliotti of 
Scarsdale, N.Y., who was certified 
by the National Academy of De- 
sign as the most promising and 
deserving student. Three travel- 
ing scholarships for School of 
Journalism honor graduates will 
be announced later. 

The actual presentation of the 
awards will be at Columbia’s com- 
mencement June 4, 

The elder Joseph Pulitzer, pub- 
lisher of the St, Louis Post-Dis- 
patch and the old New York 
World, provided for the prizes in 
his will at his death in 1911 and 
the first awards were made in 
1917.

The younger Schlesinger, 28 
years old, was until recently an 
Army corporal. He wrote most of 
“The Age of Jackson” in the first 
half of 1942. The first draft 
amounted to about 300,000 words. 
He made revisions while in Wash- 
ington working for the Office of 
War Information. Later he joined 
the Office of Strategic Services 
and served in England, France 
and Germany. 

He has under way a new proj- 
ect for which the working title 
may be “The Age of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt.” He was educated at 
Harvard and later did some teach- 
ing at Radcliffe College. 

Schlesinger’s wife, the former 
Marian Cannon, daughter of the 
late Walter B. Cannon, a Harvard 
physiologist, -s also a writer and 
illustrator of children’s books. Her 
most recent book was described 
by her husband as “a job for 
three- to  six-year-olds called 
‘Twins at Our House,’ which is 
appropriately about the twins at 
our house.”

The award of the Pulitzer Prize 
for distinguished domestic tele- 
graphic reporting to Edward A. 
Harris of the Post-Dispatch de- 
lighted but did not surprise his 
former teacher, Miss Margaret 
Johnson, head of the English de- 
partment at siti City High 
School. 

“IT knew for years he would win 
it,” Miss Johnson said today., “Ed- 
die won it through his own efforts 
and brilliance, and I am proud of 
him.” 

Harris, who won the award for 
his articles on tidewater oil which 
}were a major contribution in the 
rejection of Edwin W. Pauley’s 
appointment for Under Secretary 
of the Navy, is the second former 
student of Miss Johnson’s to win 
national recognition in the field of 
reporting and drama. 

When in high school, Harris 
sat in Miss Johnson’s classes next 
to Tennessee Williams, whose’ 
play “The Glass Menagerie” was 
voted the outstanding drama of 
the 1944-45 season by the New 
York Drama Critics’ Circle. 

Harris says Miss Johnson in- 
spired him to enter journalism, 
but the teacher disclaims credit. 
She said he was a brilliant student 
and wrote well, and although she 
did recommend a newspaper ca- 
reer for him it-was his own abil- 
ity and work that won the award.

Bigart is one of the relatively 
few war correspondents to serve 
in both the European and Pacific 
theaters. Bigart, 38 years old, has 
been with the New York Herald 
Tribune since 1929, when he be- 
came a copy boy. 

Bigart made a reputation in the 
war as a battle-front reporter with 
nerve and a knack for powerful 
writing. 

In 1943 and most of 1944 he cov- 
ered fighting in Sicily, Italy and 
France, moving to the Pacific in 
October 1944 in time to report the 
Leyte invasion, 

His prize-winning work in 1945 
included dispatches from Iwo 
Jima, Okinawa, Tokyo and Hiro- 
shima, as well as eyewitness ac- 
counts of bomber attacks on 
Japan. . 

“Keep away from Homer,” an- 
other correspondent, Tex O'Reilly, 
said of him, “He’s always trying 
to build his reputation at the can- 
non’s mouth.” 

Allen Raymond, in an article in 
The Saturday Evening Post, told 
of watching Bigart calmly inter- 
viewing a lieutenant on an Italian 
hillside in the midst of a concen- 
traticn of shellfire heavier than 
he had ever experienced.

Leo Sowerby has long been a 
familiar figure to Chicagoans who 
since 1927 have heard the be- 
spectacled composer’s organ re 
citals at St. James Episcopal 
Church, He was born in Grand 
Rapids, Mich., is 51 years old and 
a bachelor.

Harris has contributed articles 
to Liberty, the New Republic, The 
Nation and other national period- 
icals, and is co-contributor of a 
new book, Public Men, published 
by the University of North Caro- 
lina Press.

The conduct of the Lichfield court-martial 
case adds possible corruption to undoubted 
cruelty. As a military scandal, it is surpassed 
only by the conduct at the Lichfield torture 
camp itself. ! 

Already there have been weeks of testimony 
about how American soldier-prisoners were 
slapped, beaten with clubs and knocked sense- 
less with fists. Men were pummeled where they 
had been wounded. In three instances reported 
by witnesses, prisoners released from hospitals 
were badly beaten. One died from “cerebral 
hemorrhage, possibly caused by having his head 
rammed against a wall.” 

Lichfield produced a roll of sadistic slogans. 
One, reported by an officer, was “Shoot a pris- 
oner and be made a Sergeant.” A General, 


whose name has been suppressed, is said to 


have told the guards, “You're not tough enough 
here. You're running a hotel.” 

On top of this record of cruelty, there are re- 
ports of attempts to protect the guilty, and espe- 
cially the officers. The prosecutor either re- 
signed—according to one story—or was “relieved 
from duty”—according to another—after he pro- 
tested that efforts had been made to prevent 
prosecution of officers. Moreoyer, two former

Recently, prompted by an aroused public, the 
War Department ordered immediate investiga- 
tion of the Lichfield case, But even after that, 
five prosecution witnesses refused to testify for 
fear of reprisal. This indicates that the inquiry 
was ordered late and is not enough. Those wit- 
nesses had little faith in the Army’s belated 
attempt to be judge and jury of its own scandal. 

Furthermore, as George Fielding Eliot has 
noticed, there are persistent rumors about a 
Black Hole at LeMans, men staked in the sun 
at Casablanca, Americans on tropic rock piles in 
the Pacific and sadism in Italian stockades. 
These rumors demand investigation as well as 
Lichfield, and they demand an impartial inves- 
tigation. . 

This is work for Congress. For months, Sen- 
ator Morse has been struggling for passage of 
a resolution for a scrutiny of courts-martial. 
It must be passed, and it should be extended, 
so the inquiry can cover military prisons as 
well as courts. That ig the only way to erase 
the scandal of Lichfield, for this tale of terror 
has continued too long for smugness in Congress 
or suppression anywhere.

These considerations are obviously the mo- 
tive of the State Department in its moves of the 
last few days toward a rationalization of world 
trade relations.

The program of American military co-opera- 
tion with the other countries of the Western 
Hemisphere, which Mr. Truman yesterday asked 
Congress to authorize, follows the principles laid 
down in the Act of Chapultepec, agreed upon 
last year by 20 republics. The document pro- 
vided that, after the war, the co-operating na- 
tions should consider joining in a treaty for 
meeting any threats or acts against the Amer- 
icas, including “use of armed force to prevent 
or repel aggression.” 

The program is also in keeping with the 
United Nations Charter, which gives sanction to 
“regional arrangements for agencies dealing with 
. « . Matters relating to the maintenance of in- 
ternational peace and security.” It provides, 
too, that the Security Council shall utilize such 
agencies “for enforcement action under its 
authority.” ; 

So the program has full support in interna- 
tional’ agreements, and it should prove, if con- 
summated, a mainstay of the hemisphere’s de- 
fense system. ; 

Yet inter-American military co-operation can 
never become a substitute for world co-opera- 
tion. The treaty will be only one cog in the 
whole great machine of an international secur- 
ity system. The cog is important, but the greater 
attention of the diplomatic engineers must be 
concentrated on making the whole machine 
work, Otherwise, regional security systems will 
become sectional power blocs, and they have 
proved, as history shows, a source of war. 
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From the standpoint of organized American 
baseball, Mexico will soon become known as the 
Colossus of the South. 
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The Pulitzer Prizes 


The Pulitzer Prize awards just announced are 
notable for their consistent pattern of giving 
recognition to constructive and searching work 
in journalism, and literature in general. In vir- 
tually every instance, the writers have been 
moved by the crusading spirit, the urge to 
inspire and instruct, which is one of literature’s 
highest functions. This principle is expressed 
by a line in the Post-Dispatch platform: “Never 
be satisfied with merely printing news.” 

In a major phase of public affairs, the award 
for public service goes to the Scranton (Pa.,) 
Times for its long campaign to expose and cor- 
rect abuses in the Federal judiciary of its dis- 
trict. Arnaldo Cortesi, New York Times for- 
eign correspondent, wins recognition for his in- 
cisive reporting on Argentina, an assignment 
made extraordinarily difficult by his harassment 
at the hands of the Peron Government. 

William L. Laurence, New York Times science 
reporter, both reported on development of atomic 
energy and authoritatively interpreted its sig- 
nificance to the public. Homer Bigart’s war 
reporting for the New York Herald Tribune was 
outstanding for accounts of action and for back- 
ground interpretations. And the editorial prize 
winner, Hodding Carter of the Delta Democrat- 
Times at Greenville, Miss., wrote a series of 
eloquent appeals for tolerance. 

The Post-Dispatch is understandably proud

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Defeat of the French Constitution 


The French voters’ rejection of their proposed 
Constitution was an act of political realism. 
This document was in the great libertarian tradi- 
tion of France, and it offered glittering promises 
of liberty and security. But underneath the 
humanitarian intention was a doubtful structure 
of government. So the practical French voted 
it down, 

The charter would have created an all-power- 
ful legislature, with power to elect the President, 
Premier and a majority of important Judges. 
The dominant Socialist-Communist coalition sup- 
ported it. But the third major party, Gen. 
DeGaulle’s MRP, opposed it, and held out for 
a system of checks and balances after the Amer- 
ican model, 

It is obvious that the leftist plan would have 
given the coalition supreme power, as long as 
it remained coalesced. On the other hand, the 
leftists suspected that DeGaulle wanted a strong 
executive mainly to check the legislature’s at- 
empt to socialize basic indusry. 

These partisan disputes were not the issue 
in the voting, however. The French electorate 
already had put the leftists in power, which is 
evidence of popular support for the nationaliza- 
tion program. But the voters do appear to have 
heeded the warnings of Gen. DeGaulle about 
the dangers inherent in absolute parliamentary 
government. 

One danger is that of dictatorship, which 
might develop if one party dominated the Par- 
liament. But, in contemporary France, the 
more likely hazard would be a confused multi- 
plicity of bickering parties, unable to sustain 
any government for long. Under the proposed 
Constitution, this could have developed through 
irreconcilable aims of the three major, parties, 
which are almost equally powerful, Or it could 
have arisen from the suggested proportional 
representation plan, which might have loaded 
the legislature with minor-party men. 

In the end, the Fourth Republic would have 
produced an. irresponsible horse-trading system 
of compromise party governments and vanish- 
ing Cabinets. This was the structure of the 
Third Republic when it perished in the crisis 
of war. So, in voting down the proposed Consti- 
tution, the French people have voted to make 
a change in their record of political disaster.

If a home-builder drew up a vague, gen- 
eral scheme for his house, and then invited 
masons, carpenters, plumbers and painters 
to labor at random on the site as they 
chose, he could hardly expect their aimless 
activities to produce the kind of house he 
wanted. Yet this is the principle on which 
we build our cities, 


In the past, we permitted the destiny of 
our cities to be controlled by private agen- 
cies bent almost exclusively on profit. We 
delegated the building of cities to individ- 
uals and corporations, They made their 
own laws and did their own planning, with 
& minimum of accountability to the people. 


The results are visible on every side: 
blight and decay; rapid obsolescence which 
destroys property values and impoverishes 
living conditions; sluggish and congested 
circulation; dwelling space unrelated to 
places of work; inadequate facilities for de- 
cent, clean healthful family life; and, per- 
haps worst of all, the brutal spiritual di- 
vorce of the individual from his community. 


In a Haze of Negativism 


Fundamentally, the question is not wheth- 
er we shall have planning, but who shall 
do it, and for what ends. Planning demands 
the substitution of social for individual in- 
itiative as the guiding force behind urban 


development—the removal of fina] author-. 


ity from individuals and corporations and 
the vesting of it in responsible agents who 
will serve all the people. 


Because the function of planning is not 
fully appreciated, it often operates in a 
haze of negativism, The planning board 
has the status of an extracurricular agency, 
stuck away in some obscure corner of the 
city hall, to which come public agencies and 
private builders with their plans when they 
fee] like it. 


What has happened to zoning tells us 
much about what has happened to plan- 
ning. By zoning, the municipality deter- 
mines for what purpose specific parcels of 
urban land shall be used: it classifies lots 
and blocks as residential, commercial, in- 
dustrial, etc. Surely this of all functions 
should be related to some long-range con- 
ception of desirable municipal growth. 


Yet urban legislative bodies have jeal- , 


ously kept this power to themselves. Some 
accept advice from the planning agency, 
but usually the final decision rests with 
council or commission. 


Immediate Evil of Blight 


The immediate, crying evil is the exist- 
ence of blight in the heart of the city. To 
delay the attack upon blight until the outer 
areas have been built up on the new urban 
pattern would in effect prolong the present 
process, in which these areas are being 
built up according to no pattern at all. 
Meanwhile the slums would fester, 


A practical program envisions a two-fold 
approach: redevelopment by public initia- 
tive in the central sections and, simultane- 
ously, adequate construction on the out- 
skirts. In either case, however, it is «'car

The trouble with many master-plans is 
that they deal exclusively with physical 
aspects of the city and often with the still 
narrower field of public works. The plan

must rest on a broader base. It should 
emerge from a basic conception as to the 
organie structure of the future city and 
embrace all of the factors—political, social, 
and economic—which bear upon realiza- 
tion of the goal, 


The outward push of population and in- 
dustry has rendered city boundaries obso- 
The master-plan should therefore em- 
brace the metropolitan area, and not mere- 
ly that part of it within the old city limits. 
Suburbs which house city workers are an 
integral part of the city, so far as trans- 
portation and economic interest are con- 
cerned, Planning which fails to treat them 


- as such ignores the facts, 


Planning to Point the Way 


Some public agency representing the city 
proper and its satellite communities must 
therefore be granted authority to plan and, 
where necessary, to exercise control over 
land use both inside and outside the city 
limits. The satellite towns might delegate 
their own planning authority to the city’s 
agency, in exchange for representation 
thereon; or co-operative relations might be 
worked out among several agencies, 


The planning agency cannot just lay 
down desirable goals and walk off the job. 
It must point the way to accomplishment of 
the goals—by legislation, by administrative 
decision, by concerted action of public and 
private enterprise—and maintain a con- 
stant alert against plecemea] evasions of 
the plan which might destroy it. 


Above all, the planners’ duty is to relate 
the plan to the life of the individual, the 
block, the neighborhood. By helping a local 
group to reorganize street and public space 
in such fashion as’to build a new park and 
shopping center, the planning agency might 
do more good for its cause than by years 
of expert disquisition on the loftier aspects 
of the master plan. 


Necessity of Public Support 


Planning, {in short, must become an in- 
tegral function of city government, justify- 
ing itself every day by continuous service 
to the people, It must become a positive 
function—not merely guiding such urban 
development as happens to take place, but 
scheming, contriving and maneuvering: to 
induce the desired development to occur. 


When inadequate tools for land acquisi- 
tion block the road to a better city, the 
planning agency should make the people 
aware of the need through press and radio 
and lead the campaign for legislative rem- 
édy. When a subdivider pulls political 
strings to violate the zoning law or other- 
wise sabotage the master-plan, the planning 
agency should take the field against him 
and arouse public opinion to his designs. 


Within the next generation vast sums 
will be spent in our cities, We need strong 
and intelligent planning to fit these ex- 
penditures into a coherent whole. We need 
planning to make every dollar count toward 
the rrovision of decent housing and the 
revitalization of the democratic faith.

ing. Gifted with extraordinary mechanical 
genius, as well as a fine sense for indus- 
trial management, and living in an age of 
considerable opportunity, he might easily 
have surpassed his boast. Instead, by his 
own choice, Muir became a naturalist and 
conseryationist, and led an unacquisitive 
life in the shadows of the Western moun- 
tains. 

Few secondary figures In American his 
tory have had biographies more lovingly 
researched and more carefully written than 
this definitive study of Muir’s odd career. 

Muir was born in Scotland in 1838, and 
as a child came with his family to frontier 
Wisconsin, Inventiveness was his first sign 
of a striking talent. Working with self- 
made instruments, he fashioned an effi- 
cient rotary saw long before rotary saws 
were in general use; he also made, from 
wood whittlings and the crudest materials, 
clocks, thermometers, hygrometers and 
barometers of remarkable sensitivity.

Although far from a misanthrope, Muir 
nevertheless found himself stifled by so- 
ciety and regimentation—even in nine- 
teenth-century Wisconsin. “The mass of 
men,” Thoreau had said, “lead lives of 
quiet desperation.” “Civilization,” echoed 
Muir, “drives its victims in flocks,” 

Muir’s interest in nature was not merely 
romantic. He made substantial contribu- 
tions to glaciology. He was the first man 
to understand in its major outlines the 
part played by glaciation in forming the 
Yosemite, an interpretation he sponsored in 
the teeth of prevailing geological opinion. 

Muir developed a philosophy of nature 
which was vaguely pantheistic and «a 
philosophy of society based upon co-opera- 
tion rather than competition. The laissez- 
faire, survival-of-the-fittest philosophy that 
dominated American thinking during most 
of his mature years was contemptuously 
dismissed by the rebel naturalist as “gobble- 
gobble economics.” 

In Muir’s later years, when he was heart 
and souf in the fight for conservation, he 
spent a few pleasant days in the wilder- 
ness with President Theodore Roosevelt, 
The Rough Rider began telling about shoot- 
ing game and Muir challenged him abrupt- 
ly: “Mr. Roosevelt, when are you going to 
get beyond the boyishness of killing things? 
... Are you not getting far enough along 
to leave that off?” And for once Roosevelt 
was meek.

Today it is hard to realize that the cause 
of conservation, like other reforms, had 
its “extreme” left wing, of which Muir was 
a fanatical leader. And yet, had it not 
been for the pressure exerted against com- 
promise by this group, a good deal more 
of the public domain might have gone to 
the vested interests. Militant conservation- 
ists guarded possible park sites like watch- 
dogs, opposing not only private encroach- 
ments upon public lands but even aliena- 
tion of national lands to the states in which 
they were located, 

By the time of his death in 1914, Muir 
had made a powerful contribution to the 
conservation movement and the national 
park system through his writings and his 
personal influence with such men as Roose- 
velt, Taft and E H. Harriman.

Europe’s Leaders Are Acting as if Another 
War Were Coming 


EFORE I attempt to report what I learned in Europe, I should 

explain certain things by way of introduction. The first is that 

I did not have the time, nor had I the qualifications, to investi- 
gate at first-hand the conditions of life and the political attitudes of 
the great masses of the people. As to that I have, in addition to the 
_ €asual impressions of a tourist, only some written and some ora) 
reports of men whose main business it is to investigate and report. 
But I did talk at length with a fair number of responsible and repre- 
sentative men, and in order that they might speak as frankly as they 
dared or wished, I assured each of them that not only what he said 


but the fact that I had seen him 


The most important conclusion 
I have to report is, I am sure, in- 
disputable. It is that all European 
governments, all parties, and all 
leading men are acting as if there 
would be another world war. 
There are some who dread it, 
some who want it, some who 
think it inevitable, some who 
think it can be averted. 

But with no exceptions among 
those who really form policy in 
Europe—leaving aside the Ameri- 
cans, who are in a special and 
curious position—the ultimate and 
determining calculation is that 
there may be another war, and 
that they must act as if there 
were going to be another war. 


Not Even a Start on Peace. 


As a result, there is not only no 
peace; the business of making 
peace has not even begun. If any- 
one thinks this is a recklessly ex- 
aggerated statement, let him con- 
sider this most extraordinary fact: 

Since last September, the Allies 
have been preparing for what 
they call a peace conference, 
which will be held in Paris when 
and if the four Ministers reach 
their conclusions. 

It will then be more than 12 
months since Germany was de- 
feated, and yet the subject of 

any is not even on the 
agenda of the peace conference. 

M, Bidault, for the French, 
has been struggling for the bare 
right to discuss one element of a 
German settlement. Mr. Byrnes, 
by proposing an Austrian treaty, 
has just touched delicately the 
. fringes of the German problem, 
and in his four-power disarma- 
ment pact, he has suggested that 
he too has begun to believe that 
the Allies ought not to forget that 
it is the principal business of a 
peace conference to settle the war 
with the chief enemy state. 

The fact that M. Bidault and 
Mr. Byrnes are not yet sure they 
can get to a discussion of Ger- 
‘many is, I submit, objective proof 
that whatever it may be that the 
Allies are doing, they are not 
making peace, 

If we understand why this so- 
called peace conference is not 
dealing with Germany, we shall 
come close to the heart of the 
matter. This is dangerous and 
treacherous ground, but if Amer- 
ficans are to play a useful part in 
Europe, they must explore it. 


Allies Are Heirs of Axis. 


In 1942 the Axis powers control- 
led all of Europe and Eastern 
Asia. They were at Stalingrad, E) 
Alamein, the gates of India, and 
within striking distance of Alaska, 
Hawaii and Australia. The defeat 
of the Axis powers opened up 
these vast regions of ‘the globe, 
and into them the victorious Al- 
lies advanced until they met. 

They met in the middle of Ger- 
many, in the middle of Austria, on 
the Italian and the Greek fron- 
tiers, in Korea and in China. 
When they met, they were in 
physical possession of the Axis 
empires; the Americans had most 
of the former Japanese Empire, 
the British had the Italian Em- 
pire, and the Russians had thé 
Nazi empire o. Eastern Europe.

Allies had suddenly to deal with 
one another as the heirs of the 
Axis rather than with the Axis 
itself. The immediate question was 
not what to do about the chief 
énemy states, but what to do about

London conference of last Sep- 
tember, or even since Yalta, but 
indeed since the great and never 
fully reported controversy between 
Stalin and Churchill over the 
strategical plan of the war. 

The essence of that controversy 
was how the war was to be fought 
by the Anglo-Americans—whether 
directly against Germany in West-,. 
ern Europe or through “the soft 
underbelly” in the Mediterranean. 


Russians in the Capitals. 


The controversy was in the last 
analysis political: it was whether, 
even though it meant a longer 
war, the British and Americans 
would at the end be in physical 
possession of Vienna, Budapest, 
and the whole Balkan peninsula. 

As we know, the issue was de- 
cided, with some compromise, 
against Mr. Churchill by Presi- 
dent. Rocsevelt and our General 
Staff. Our men believed that their 
decision ended the war sooner and 
at less cost. But it ended it with 
the Russians, rather than the Brit- 
ish and Americans, in all the capi- 
tals of Eastern Europe, on the 
sHores of the Adriatic and on the 
frontier of Greece. 

The crucial issues which divide 
the Allies arise from this situa- 
tion: they are whether the Rus- 
sians are to stay in or are to 
evacuate the Danube Valley and 
the Balkans, and whether the Brit- 
ish can maintain their precarious 
monopoly in the Mediterranean 
and the Middle East if the Rus- 
sians do not go back. 

For everyone is certain, and the 


do not recede, they will advance 
still farther. No one, least of all 
the Russians themselves, believes 
that the political frontier between 
them and the British can be sta- 
bilized where it now is. 

This is the reason why every 
statesman in Europe has it in the 
back of his mind as his ultimate 
controlling assumption that he 
must act as if there were going to 
be a war between Britain and 
Russia, which will involve all the 
other nations. The most optimis- 
tic say they hope that by a show 
of force the Russians will be 
halted and will then begin to 
recede. 


No Retirement by Moscow. 


But no one is optimist enough 
to think that the Russians can 
be talked into retiring to their 
own boundaries, leaving Britain 
the dominant power of the Medi- 
terranean and the Middle East, 
the Americans dominant through- 
out the Pacific and on the main- 
land of Eastern <sia, and Central 
and Eastern,Europe in the hands 
of native politicians who look to 
London and to Washington for 
guidance and support. 

We can now understand why 
Germany is not on the agenda of 
the peace conference. It is be- 
cause—to state the blunt truth— 
the German problem as seen in 
Moscow and in London, is, funda- 
mentally, whether in the event 
of war the Germans are to be 
used by the Russians or by the 
Western powers, This is a terrible 
fact. But it is the fact, and if 
anything is to be done about it, 
the United States will have to do 


I believe that much can be done 
about it because the conflicting 
attitudes of Britain and Russia 
toward Germany are so demon- 
strably dangerous, so utterly reck- 
less, so certainly self-defeating, 
that they can be altered under 


these newly occupied empires.

Fitzpatrick’s exhibit of Post- 
Dispatch cartoons and Wallace 
Herndon Smith’s exhibit of paint- 
ings, at the galleries of the Asso- 
ciated American Artists, were com- 
mented on by New York newspa- 
pers as follows: 

New York Herald Tribune: A 
painter, here from the west, and 
making a show of. commendable 
substance, is Wallace Herndon 
Smith, at the Associated Ameri- 
can Artists.

“Polonaise,” a musical hodge- 
podge based, in its music, in the 
writings of Chopin and other Po- 
lish composers, and in its man- 
ner on all stage styles including 
light and grand opera and the 
broadest of burlesque, began a 
one-week run at the American 
Theater last night. 

For some reason, most of the 
Chopin works selected were ameng 
the composer’s lesser-known. The 
music was handicapped, therefore, 
from the point of view of its pos- 
sible effectiveness with an audi- 
ence, by audience appreciation 
that had to strain through too 
much unfamiliarity. 

The contrasts in stage styles, 
following one another with no par- 
ticular plan, and based, appar- 
ently, on compromises between the 
abilities and inclinations of the 
actors and a play direction that 
did not insist on consistency, fur- 
ther kept the play from having 
strong and immediate audience 
appeal. 

The esthetic and inventive levels 
of the plot didn’t help either. The 
plot was based on the life of the 
patriot, Gen. Thaddeus Kosciusko, 
which was as all right a theme as 
any other may be, but the plot 
confined itself mainly to speeches 
in the ultra-heroic vein, struttings 
and the frequent waving of flags 
held aloft in the arms of extra 
players supposedly wounded and 
sinking to the ground in over- 
elaborate postures of death, 

Choreography for the ballet 
numbers, by David Lichine, helped 
not at all, being, strangely enough, 
as obvious and uninspired as the 
book.

Although Johnston had a “heart 
condition” for many years, his 
death was unexpected.

Johnston, who was born in Liv- 
erpool, England, and came to the 
United States with his parents 
when a boy, had been known af- 
fectionately in the fight game by 
various nick-names that attested 
his shrewdness, such as “Boy 
Bandit,” “Wise Guy,” “Brain 
Guy.” In recent years, he was 
called “Pops.”

He is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Agnes Johnston; by 
10 children and 10 grandchildren.

For years he had been one of boxing’s 


the age of eight. He learned 
quickly to handle his fists in a 
rough-and-ready East Side neigh- 
bordhood.

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Dodgers Seek Damages for Loss of Owen 


Restraining 
Order Issued 
By Court Here

Damage suits entered the pic- 
ture of the Mexican-American 
baseball war today, as the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers asked Federal Court 
here to determine at a preliminary 
hearing May 14 an award for the 
loss suffered when Catcher Mickey 
Owen and Outfielder Luis Olmo 
jumped to the Mexican League. 

Ray J. Gillespie, St. Louis Star- 
Times sports writer who was 
mamed as an agent, along with 
Jorge and Bernardo Pasquel in a 
temporary restraining order to 
prevent Mexican raiding of the 
Brooklyn roster, also said today 
he had retained counsel “to ascer- 
tain whether I can maintain a 
suit for damages against Branch 
Rickey, president of the Dodgers.” 

The temporary order by Federal 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen’s court was 
issued yesterday and is returnable 
May 14, when the petition’s plea 
for a permanent injunction plus 
award of damages is to be consid- 


ered. 
Owen Contract Cited. 

Two other alleged agents of the 
Pasquel brothers, Mario Loussac 
and Robert James, both of Mex- 
ico, were named in the preliminary 
order. The Brooklyn suit alleged 
that Gillespie and others ap- 
proached Owen on April 1, 1946, 
and “succeeded in having him 
breach his contract, leave the 
United States and cause loss of 
eash value of his contract,” for 
which bona fide offers of more 
than $25,000 were received from 
other American professional clubs. 

Olmo, the suit said, would “still 
be in the service of the Dodgers 
except for the action” of the Pas- 
quels. 

Gillespie's statement today add- 
ed: “Of course, I have not been 
served and have had no opportu- 
nity to study or refute the 
charges. My only information is 
what I have learned from newspa- 
per men and radio announcers 
with whom I have talked.” 

Statement by Isaacs.

There was scant celebration yes- 
terday when Howard Lindsay and 


Russel Crouse learned they won a 
Pulitzer Prize for their play, 
“State of the Union.” 

“Crouse ‘doesn’t drink,” ex- 
plained Lindsay, “and I refuse to 
drink aloné,” 

The play wizards received the 
news in the commissary of the 
Warner Brothers studio and 
promptly paid off a $10 wager to 
& screen writer, They were also 
told by their general manager that 
the Chicago “State of the Union” 
company will not be shut down by 
the coal shortage despite the city’s 
brownout, because the company 
has a generator. They received 
both tidings with equal enthusi- 
asm, 

Lindsay and Crouse are here to 
supervise the filming of their 
“Life With Father” and they are 
taking their task seriously. In 
fact, they are on the set from 
morn till night and eye every pro- 
duction detail meticulously, “Our 
contract calls for complete su- 
pervision,” Crouse explained, “so 
we thought it would be less cost- 
ly to the studio if we supervised 
while the picture was being made.” 

The writers manage to keep 
their California nights busy too. 
When they end their day at the 
studio they work on the Clarence

He created and produced the comic 
strip “Rollo Rollingstone” for the 
Associated Press in 1930 to 1933.

HE thick opaque apple juice 
T wrien has been on the market 

for some time now is really a 
very useful, delicious and adapt- 
able product. The flavor is much 
more like the real fruit than cider, 
and there is much more solid sub- 
stance in the juice because a con- 
siderable portion of the crushed 
apple flesh remains right in the 
juice. When an aspic is made of 
this juice and diced apple and 
fresh, green, crisp cabbage and 
mayonnaise are folded in before 
the aspic congeals, the result is a 
molded salad attractive in appear- 
ance, delightful in flavor, nutri- 
tious, provided the cabbage is 
fresh, crisp and green and is fold- 
ed into the aspic promptly after 
shredding and the mold is not left 
standing more than a few hours 
before consuming. One good fea- 
ture about this salad is that it can 
be made ahead of time and will 
not interfere with those last rush- 
ing details which must wait until 
those final few minutes before 
serving time. 

Apple Cabbage Aspic. 

Four teaspoons unflavored gela- 
tin, one-third cup cold water, two 
cups apple juice (thick variety), 
dash salt, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, half a cup mayonnaise, one 
cup crisp shredded cabbage, one 
cup diced unpeeled apple, crisp 
salad greens. 

Soften gelatin in cold water for 
five minutes. Dissolve over hot 
water and stir into the apple juice 
with the salt and lemon juice. 
Allow to set until syrupy. Add 
mayonnaise and mix thoroughly. 
Fold in remaining ingredients and 
turn info four individual one-cup 
molds. Place in refrigerator to be- 
come firm. Just before serving, 
unmold on lettuce -or endive and 
serve immediately. Four servings.

Sift flour, measure three-fourths 
cup, and resift three times with 
six tablespoons sugar. Put three 
egg yolks into large mixing bowl 
and beat until so thick that it is 
difficult to turn the beater (at 
least two minutes). Stir in ad- 
ditional six tablespoons sugar in 
several portions, combining thor- 
oughly, then beat until very thick, 
Add one tablespoon boiling water, 
beat about half a minute, then an- 
other one tablespoon and beat. Set 
in refrigerator. Sift one-half tea- 
spoon cream of tartar and one- 
eighth teaspoon salt over the 
three egg whites and beat until 
stiff but not dry, Now beat the 
egg yolk mixture again for two 
minutes, and fold in the flour 
mixture until smooth. Stir in one- 
half teaspoon vanilla and one- 
fourth teaspoon lemon extract and 
add beaten egg whites, cutting and 
folding until well mixed. Turn 
into a buttered nine-inch layer 
cake pan lined in the bottom with 
Wax paper. Fill pan two-thirds 
full, 
from 22 to 26 minutes. Cool in 
pan, Remove from pan, strip off 
paper, split cake in half so as 
to make two layers. Spread cream 
pie filling between layers. Springle 
powdered sugar over the top. Five 
servings. ! 
Cream Filling. 

Mix one-eighth cup flour (two 
tablespoons) with one-fourth cup 
sugar and one-eighth teaspoon 
salt in top of double boiler; add 
three-fourths cup scalded milk and 
stir well. Cook over direct heat 
until thick and smooth; stirring 
constantly. Beat two small egg 
yolks well, stir in a little of the 
hot mixture, and pour back into 
the double boiler; cook over boil- 
ing water for two minutes, stir- 
ring constantly. Remove from 
heat and add one tablespoon but- 
ter and one-fourth teaspoon va- 
nilla and blend in thoroughly. 
Spread filling between layers.

NEW YORK, Monday. 


TOOK up the paper one day 
| last week and, after reading 

it through, decided that some- 
thing is the matter with us as a 
people, for our representatives in 
Congress are becoming tempori- 
zers. They are unable to make up 
their minds about anything be- 
cause the American people are not 
clear and determined in their own 
minds where they stand and 
where they are going. A day later 
I read Walter Lippmann’s column; 
“a Report on Europe.” 

His column wil] frighten a good 
many people, but I am very glad 
that he wrote it, because I am one 
of the people who believes that 
the sooner we face facts the bet- 
ter. No great power should gain 
any territory whatsoever out of 
thir past war.

Ti\[E GREAT FROUBLE inter- 
nationally today is that we haye 
built no confidence in each other, 
We think in the same old terms 


of individual strength and control 
through our own power. We for- 
get that if that is the way we are 
going to think and act, we might 
just as weil not have set up the 
United Nations. We might just 
z~ well never have ended the last 
war, for we are surely preparing 
for the next. Those who set up 
the United Nations believed in 
building collective power, Thus 
we could protect the rights of 
smaller nations of the world. The 
greater nations needed no more 
territory. In fact, in many cases 
some of their territory should be- 
come virtually self-governing and 
independent. 

Great Britain and Russia and 
even the United States, where 
their military authorities are con- 
cerned, have all grown away, ap- 
parently, from this concept. But 
I hope that the United States can 
most easily recall it, and I think it 
is absolutely essential that the 
United States do so at once. 
Either we make peace and restore 
the world to a peaceful basis, or 


we prepare ourselves for the end 
of our civilization.

IF WE ARE going to make 
peace, I think we are quite right 
in seeing to it that Central Eu- 
rope is made impotent to start 
another war. I think we should 
aim, as far as possible, to make 
the small nations really free from 
military and political control on 
the part of the great nations. 
Therefore, we must build up in 
the United Nations a- strong force, 
moral as well as military, that 
may be used against anyone who 
attempts to coerce any other peo- 
ples throughout the world. 

We must become one world, and 
we realize today that we are far 
from being one world. There is 
only one way and that is by work- 
ing together. Gradually we will 
come to trust each othef. Some 
day there must be one world or 
there can not be peace and the 
only machinery we have to 
achieve that end is the 
Nations. It is not strong today, 
but it can become strong if we are 
determined to make it so.

We do not usually label mis- 
takes, truancy and the like as 
delinquency. The older youths 
who steal, break in, attack, and 
crude ways, force 
their wills on helpless victims are 
delinquents. 

Delinquency such as this is a 
social disorder which we want to 
cure speedily. To discover a 
cure we must first find a cause, 
and the cause of all this trouble 
is as complex as the life of the 
day. These children inherit their 
parents’ characteristics; they are 
molded by their families and 
their homes; they are affected by 
the conditions under which they 
live; they are angered by social 
injustice; tormented by desires 
they have no way of fulfilling; 
made lawless by undisciplined 
feelings. 

* * 

IN SHORT, these boys and 
girls are creaturés of inheritance 
and environment and to prevent 
their presence among us we must 
assure them of good inheritance 
and a fine environment. And 
that indicates a reform of society 
from the bottom up. Time must 
aid us here. 

But time alone cannot help us. 
We must do what we can here 
and now to help such young peo- 
ple and ourselves. Punishment 
does little. Laws do not help 
much, What does help, what will 
always help, is sound education.

Objects of Art From Barnyard Clay 


Illinois Farmer's Wife Found Creative Interest in Own Backyard

T used to be when Mrs, O. J. 
| Baer, farmer’s wife, walked in 

the barnyard after a rain and 
sank to her shoetops in the mud, 
that she spoke her mind about 
the pesky stuff, but now she gives 
it her blessing because it has 
opened to her a new world of 
creative art, She is the potter 
now and the barnyard goil is her 
clay. She molds it with her hands 
into familiar forms and bakes her 
creations in the oven of her kit- 
chen stove and delights in the 
doing because it is an outlet for 
a talent that found no satisfying 
expression until she was well past 
middle life. 

When Mrs. Baer was a child 
in rural schools her delight was 
in drawing, though she never had 
an art lesson. Of the plastic arts 
she knew nothing and because 
of her regard for tidiness she 
never joined with other children 
in the messy play of making mud 
pies. She grew up with only 
vagrant visits to the realm of art 
and diminishing interest in her 
drawing. As a farmer’s wife, 
bringing up a family, she had no 


‘time for anything like that beyond 


giving to her home the order and 
comeliness that she craved and 
to her flowers a sort of devotion. 
These and the birds were her joy 
and in later years she lent her- 
self to the exacting task, not call- 
ing it a task, of painting on a 
large map the flowers and birds 
of all the states. 


In 1940 Mrs. Baer and her hus- 
band took a- holiday and jour- 
neyed to California and New Mex- 
ico. Out there she saw the native 
pottery and it fascinated her. She 
knew at last for what it was the 
repressed longing that had pos- 
sessed her. She wanted to shape 
things with her hands. That 
would be happiness for her. But 
of course that could never be. 
There was no place on the farm 
for such as that and the life of 
the farm was her lot. 


Back home, the log-book of the 
trip transcribed for memory’s 
sake, for retracing on many a 
winter night, life on the farm fell 
back into its old pattern. 

Then, on a day when there had 
been a soaking rain, Mrs, Baer 
walked in the barnyard and was 
all but stopped in her tracks by 
the mud that clung to her shoes. 
She looked down at it with dis- 
taste which turned to interest. 
Could it be that here inher barn- 
yard was a clay that could be 
molded into forms of-beauty? She 
touched it with her fingers and 
found it plastic as other mud was 
not and gave it shape and found 
that, partially dried by the air, it 
kept as it hardened the comeli- 
ness that she had brought to it. 

Pondering her discovery, she 
planned a further test. With a 
tin can as a base she shaped a 
vase and baked it in the oven of

her kitchen stove. Anxiously she 
watched it ws the days passed to 
see if it would keep its hardness 
and its shape. The test brought 
disappointment because, with 
slight shrinking of the clay, the 
unyielding tin base caused cracks 
to appear, but it was satisfying 
because it showed her that her 
mistake had been in, using the tin. 

Next she shaped a piece that 
would stand or fall on its own. 
It stood. Baked and hardened in 
the oven, it kept its form, un- 
harmed by its slight shrinking, 
and stands to this day without a 
blemish and with no signs of de- 
terioration. 
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There was need of models but 
Mrs. Baer had tHem right there 
on the farm. There were pictures 
of objects and animals in the 


farm journals that served her 
well, for she had an eye for line 
and proportion. Then there were 
the farm animals and the fowls of 
the poultry yard that she liked 
better because they gave her more 
of the lifelikeness that she wanted 
to express in her work, The ani- 
mals and fowls, too, were accom- 


modating models, holding their 


postures long enough at least for 
her quick eye to catch what she 
needed, 

Of potter’s clay she had abun- 
dance. All that she had to do was 
go out to the barnyard when the 
soil was moist, after a rain, and 
dig down a foot or so where it 
was clean and take up what she 
needed. What its components are 
she doesn’t know, for she has 
never had it analyzed. She attrib- 
utes its peculiar quality, unlike 
that of the fields, to the fact that 
it has been bare and washed by 
the rains ever since it was set 
apart as a barnyard ever so Many 
years ago. 

At first it was just for herself 
that Mrs. Baer turned barnyard 
cliy into objects that she molded 
because she loved to do it and, 
when they were made, she loved 
because she had made them. She 
showed them to the neighbors 
when they came calling, not so 
much in pride of performance as 
in satisfaction with what she had 
accomplished, They praised what 
she had done and, out of their 
familiarity with barnyards, mar- 
veled that the created-objects had 
come from such a lowly source, 
They begged her to model some- 
thing for them and she was happy 


to do it because it made them 


happy. In their own homes they 
showed the pieces and told with 
pride that they were the work of 
@ woman in the neighborhood, not 
failing to mention that they came 
from the barnyard soil, and in 
time her fame spread to other 
parts. Collectors came and begged 
her to add to their collections, 
Letters came from others in far 
places and Mrs. Baer was not able 
to comply with all the requests 
because a farmwife is a busy 


person.

Mrs. Baer’s hobby before she went 
in for pottery and still are. 


Mrs. Baer, interrupted at her 
outside chores, protests that there 
is nothing to tell, but with proper 
pride she shows the finished work 
of her hands and brings a bowl 
half filled with barnyard clay to, 
demonstrate how, in its moist 
state, it can be molded to any de- 
sired pattern. It happens that 
she has a panful of salts and 
peppers, a popular collectors’ item, 
baking like biscuits in the oven 
and she brings them out to show 
how they are fixed and hardened 
by the heating process. When 
they are fully baked she will take

them out and color them and send 
them on their way to grace the 
what-nots in scattered homes, 

Mrs. Baer’s explanation of her 
work is utterly simple. “I just 
enjoy it,” she says. Her regret 
is that she cannot do as much as 
she would like because she doesn't 
have the time. 

Mrs, Baer makes pottery from 
barnyard clay because she enjoys 
it, but it is stili her flowers that 
she loves best. Walking in the 
garden she breaks a sprig from 
her pink beauty bush and offers 
it in proof that, after all, the most 
beautiful things are not made 
with hands.

The third 
syllable, -ble, is a soft “bluh” van- 
ish, thus: ah(n)-SAH(N)-bluh, In 
attempting the French pronuncia- 
tion, some announcers say: “ah- 
SAHM,” which is neither French 
nor English, 

All -emble words in English are 
of French origin: semble, tremble, 
assemble, dissemble, resemble, en- 
semble, By rights, ensemble 
should have followed the familiar 
pattern and be pronounced “en- 
SEM-b’'l.”

Actually, the six-spade contract 
was not nearly as bad as it looked 
when West promptly collected 
two tricks. I hesitate to say this, 
but the fact remains that with 
no suit except spades having been 
bid, it was extremely unfortunate 
for North-South that the leader 
should have held such a marked 
heart opening. Other things be- 
ing equal, it was about two to 
One that West would not have 
guessed that opening if he had 
not held some sort of top se 
quence. 

In deals of this type playe 
must decide whether they onan to 
gamble for a slam depending on 
a favorable opening—or play safe 
and reach contracts that are unde- 
featable. Thus if North-South 
wanted to investigate slam possi- 
bilities, their bidding should have 
been: One spade by South, three 
spades (or two clubs) by North, 
four diamonds by South (assum- 
ing North had chosen to bid three 
spades), and then North could 
bid either four spades or five 
clubs. In either case South could 
do no more than bid five spades, 
and then North, without the ob 
viously necessary heart control, 
would pass.
